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Destined to become just another field, 
area will now give students a chance 
to learn about forestry and nature 


The Kentucky Division of Forestry is 
working with the Clinton County School 
District and are in the early stages of building 
a Tree Trail behind the Clinton County Middle 
School. 

Forestry Officer Scott Shadoan was working 
at the project site Friday clearing a path, which 
will later be covered in gravel, for students to be 
able to walk through the forest and pick out all 
the trees in the area. 

Back in January, most of the trees along the 
tree trail had been marked and were awaiting 
labels and aging information for future classes. 

Shadoan said this is going to be a great thing 
for kids now and for kids 10 years down the 
road. 

“Each year they will be able to come back 
and they will see how much that tree has grown,” 


Shadoan said. “The kids, parents, everybody, 
will get to come out and see what each tree 
looks like, what the Latin name is, what we call 
it, and what it’s used for.” 

Shadoan said right now he is constructing the 
trail that people will use to walk on. After the 
trail is complete, he will come back and cut the 
dangerous trees that may have been damaged by 
storms and have limbs that could fall. 

“I will get out all the dangerous trees because 
we don’t want any falling on anybody,” Shadoan 
said. “We have already done a lot of it and a 
lot of it has fallen on its own. Once we cut all 
that out, it will be safe for the kids to come in 
and they will help. They will go to each tree, 
measure it, and the teacher will have the kids 
look it up, so there will be some learning aspect 
of it too.” 

After all the cataloging is 
complete, then classes will be 
able to come back year after 
year and record the progress 
of each tree and students can 
witness new growth in the 
forest. 

“They will get to learn a 
lot about different varieties of 
stuff,” Shadoan said. “There 
is also a natural drain in these 
woods. I’m going to build a 
log bridge over the top of it 
and students will get to see 
erosion over time. It will also 
show how the forest takes care 
of itself by dropping leaves 
and different branches, it’s 
trying to hold the soil back.” 

Shadoan said he has been 
part of several tree trails 
across the state and this patch 
of woods behind the middle 
school has a lot to offer the 
students. 

“The big thing is the 
kids are going to be able to 
identify the trees,” Shadoan 
said. “There are Cherry trees, 
Poplar trees, Maple trees, 
Beech, Sassafras ... there is 
just a variety of different trees 
that are in here. I’ve done four 
or five of these across the state 
and everybody utilizes what 
we’ve done, the school brings 
it in ... it’s a good thing.” 

As far as money is 
concerned, Shadoan said it 
won’t cost the school system 
anything. 

“One of the best things is 
it is not costing any money. 
The school already has the 
land. Taxpayers are paying 
me and the county road crew, 
the gravel has been donated,

Superintendent search 
committee meets Monday 


The search for a new Clinton County Schools 
Superintendent more or less began Monday night 
with the first official meeting of the Superintendent 
Search Screening Committee. 

The committee first met in 
conjunction with the school 
board, then went into closed ses¬ 
sion after the board meeting was 
adjourned to begin the applica¬ 
tion screening process. 

Butch Canty, a consultant with the KBA (Ken¬ 
tucky School Boards Association), who is assist¬ 
ing in the superintendent search process, presented 
board members with the applications that had been 
presented and gave out other handouts and infor¬ 


mation about the screening process. 

The six-member panel—comprised of Jim Da¬ 
vis, Reda Thurman, Melissa Tallent, Larry Koger, 
Sheldon Harlan and Ned Davis- 
-is charged with narrowing down 
the list of applicants from three 
to five finalists they feel would 
be best qualified for the position 
before presenting that list to the 
Board of Education. 

The school board itself will do the actual hiring 
of a replacement for Superintendent Mickey Mc- 
Fall, who will be retiring June 30 after some 10

Fiscal court hears of 
issues with Wellness 
Center construction 


Clinton County Fiscal Court spent over an hour 
of its one and-a-half-hour call meeting Tuesday 
morning, April 10 discussing issues pertaining to 
the Twin Lakes Wellness Center. All court mem¬ 
bers were present for the session, as well as Pastor 
Bobby Grant and several members of the Wellness 
Center Board of Directors and Center Director 
Pam Ostertag. 

The long discussion surrounding the facility 
was somewhat two-fold, with part of the discussion 
centering on how to use the remaining $294,444.64 
left in grant funds for the building. 

Also on hand to discuss the grant funds and 
problems associated with some of the construction 
work that has already been completed—which was 
another lengthy part of the discussion—was Judy 
Keltner with the Lake Cumberland Area Develop¬ 
ment District, the agency that is overseeing the use 


of the funds for the project. 

Pastor Grant noted the primary need at the Well¬ 
ness Center right now was to install a wood furnace 
to supply the heating source to the pool and other 
areas. He said the currently installed gas furnace, 
which he added was too large, used upwards to 110 
gallons per day and is costing a fortune. He noted 
by switching to a wood furnace source of heating, 
it could reduce daily costs in that area from $200 
down to $20 per day. 

He added he was upset about the type of gas 
unit that was installed at the facility, adding “no 
one within 250 miles can work on it.” 

A second priority for use of some of the remain¬ 
ing funds is a combination child watch area and 
storage building (about 1000 and 600 feet, respec-

CCMS vending miser project

Here at Clinton County Middle School we are on our way to making a brighter future for everyone 
among us. We do this by simple things such as installing a vending miser on one of our vending ma¬ 
chines. What is a vending miser, you might ask? A vending miser is a device that you put on a vending 
machine to reduce the number of kilowatt hours used by that machine. One way it does this is when the 
halls are inactive for 20 minutes it shuts the lights off inside the vending machine and allows it to warm 
to a certain temperature. 

The CCMS Energy Team decided to experiment with this energy saving device. But first, we needed 
to find out how much energy the vending machine used without the vending miser. One vending ma¬ 
chine uses an estimate of 238kwh per month, that is an estimate of 2,354kwh per year. After installing 
the vending miser, the same vending machine used 124kwh in a month for the reduction of 114kwh per 
month. This would result in a cost savings of $11.64 for one month. After one year the vending miser 
would save an estimated l,369kwh, which is a saving of $139.64. 

So this vending miser is a great thing for the school. Not only does it reduce unnecessary energy, it 
reduces cost as well. The vending misers will pay for themselves in about a years time. Next time you 
see an odd thing on top of the vending machine, remember, it’s a GOOD thing!!!

On March 24,1882, Dr Robert 
Koch announced the discovery of 
Mycobacterium tuberculosis, the 
bacteria responsible for tubercu¬ 
losis (TB). At that time TB was 
the number one killer, causing 
the death of one in 7 individu¬ 
als in the US. On the 100th an¬ 
niversary of this discovery, in 
1982 the WHO (World Health 
Organization) established March 
24th as World TB Day in order to 
educate the public about this dis¬ 
ease and its health and economic 
consequences. This year’s theme 
was “Stop TB in my Lifeline”. 

Approximately one third of 
the world’s population is infected 
with TB. Most people do not 
have symptoms- this is called la¬ 
tent TB infection- but they have 
a risk of developing symptoms, 
termed active TB. Individuals 
with active TB can infect others, 
even before they are diagnosed. 

Anyone with conditions 
which predispose to a weakened 
immune system (HIV/AIDS, re¬ 
ceiving cancer or other immuno¬ 


suppressive treatments) are much 
more likely to reactivate their 
latent infection and progress to 
active disease. TB can reactivate 
in any organ of the body, but lung 
disease is the most common, pro¬ 
ducing a cough, loss of appetite 
and weight, fatigue, possibly fe¬ 
vers and night sweats. Coughing 
up blood is a very late symptom 
and relatively rare. 

TB control programs oper¬ 
ated by State and local health 
departments have led to a decline 
in cases in the US, by providing 
case management, directly ob¬ 
served treatment (DOT), medica¬ 
tion, and laboratory support for 
rapid identification. However 
the fight is not over. The Lake 
Cumberland region had seven 
cases of active TB in 2011, three 
in the elderly, two in foreign 
born, and two in correctional fa¬ 
cilities. 


Follow up on those contacts 
who may have been exposed 
yielded eight newly infected in¬ 
dividuals who required treatment 
for their latent TB infections. 

Worldwide TB kills two mil¬ 
lion persons a year. Drug resis¬ 
tant TB has emerged because 
of inappropriate or inadequate 
treatment. DOT has improved 
this problem but is not used ex¬ 
clusively in every part of the 
world. We still need a vaccine, 
new rapid tests for TB detection 
and new medication to continue 
the fight. These are in the re¬ 
search pipeline but require con¬ 
tinued funding. 

We can only reach our goal 
of TB elimination by working 
together to detect, treat and pre¬ 
vent. You may contact your local 
health department for more in¬ 
formation or visit us on the web 
at www.lcdhd.org .

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School board recognizes academic students at brief April meeting 


Clinton County Board of 
Education held a brief regular 
meeting Monday, April 9 at the 
Central Office with all board 
members present. The board 
also met briefly at the end of the 
meeting with members of the 
Superintendent Screening Com¬ 
mittee. (A separate article on the 
screening process can be found 
beginning on page 1.) 

The board first recognized 
several academic team students 
from both Clinton County Mid¬ 
dle School and Albany Elemen¬ 
tary for their accomplishments 
this past year in academic com¬ 
petition. The teams had placed 
well in several competitions 
including the district and state 
levels and also have several in¬ 
dividual students finishing high 
or winning first place in various 
academic areas. 

There were a total of 34 stu¬ 
dents recognized, 17 from each 
school.

After approving a family 
medical leave for Beth Sullivan 
through May 16, the board ap¬ 
proved four between meeting 
disbursements, voted to pay 
claims and bills and heard a brief 
personnel report from Superin¬ 
tendent Mickey McFall. Only 
two classified personnel had 
been hired, including Jennifer 
Riddle, paraprofessional district 
wide and Nick Irwin, assistant 
CCHS baseball coach. 

The board then amended the 
school calendar for the 2011-12 
school year—one that required 
little amending. Only two days 
have been missed this school 
year, on January 3 and 13 and 
those days are to be made up on 
Monday and Tuesday May 14 
and 15, with the latter date on 
Tuesday being the final day of 
classes for students. CCHS grad¬ 
uation is scheduled for Friday, 
May 18 at 7 p.m. 

The board then approved 
Wilson and Company CPAs of 
Somerset to do the annual school 
district audit this year. The board 
has used this company for sev¬ 
eral years. The audit rate will be 
$20,250, which is $500 above 


last year’s rate. 

An overnight trip for the girls’ 
softball team to Glasgow this 
coming weekend, April 13 and 
14, was also approved, pend¬ 
ing the Lady Bat Dawgs win its 
opening round game in the dis¬ 
trict tournament, which would 
require them playing in the 
championship game on Saturday 
morning. 

Following an overview by 
Supt. McFall, the board voted 
unanimously to approve specific 
assurances that the use of Race to 
the Top funding will be targeted 
toward complying with perfor¬ 
mance measures as described in 
the action plan and scope of work 
agreement. 

McFall told the board that 
Clinton County came in on the 
third round of funding through 
the new federal grant program 
and the district will receive 
$36,000. Most of the funds will 
be used for curriculum develop¬ 
ment, technology and profes¬ 
sional training. 

The board also approved a 
letter of agreement with the Ken¬ 
tucky Science and Technology 
Corporation to implement Ad¬ 
vance Kentucky, an initiative for 
Clinton County High School. 

CCHS Principal Sheldon Har¬ 
lan said the high school had been 
part of the highly successful pro¬ 
gram for five years now and add¬ 
ed the budget for the program is 
$46,000 this year. Some $5,000

tively), an all-purpose cleaning 
machine, mats and added secu¬ 
rity cameras. 

Often during the discussion, 
Grant noted he and the board 
were “frustrated” by the contrac¬ 
tors inattentiveness in making 
repairs to several areas in the fa¬ 
cility, including drains, the pool 
area and several other areas. 

Magistrate Mickey Riddle 
at one point asked, “Why don’t 
we just file suit against this com¬ 
pany? They’re still under war¬ 
ranty.” He also questioned if the 
same contractor and same archi¬ 
tect would have to be used for the 
recommended projects. 

Following some discussion, 
the court voted unanimously, 
on a motion by Riddle, to have 
County Attorney Michael Rains 
contact the project architect to 


get the problems with the facility 
resolved and state they (county) 
may possibly take legal action if 
they aren’t corrected. 

Keltner told the court that if 
they didn’t use the same archi¬ 
tect as they began with, they may 
have to go back and re-advertise 
and negotiate with someone else. 
This process could take some 
time. 

Grant further commented that 
“I feel like we’ve been cheated.” 

Ostertag also has been keep¬ 
ing up with and sending emails 
to contractors almost daily about 
problems associated with some 
phases of construction and prob¬ 
lems at the facility, but apparent¬ 
ly to no avail. She also noted that 
the ceiling portion around the 
office area, it was later learned 
after the building was complete, 
had no insulation. 

There was also a question as 
to when the grant funds had to 
be used, as the original deadline 
was thought to be June 30 of this 
year. 

During the discussion, Judge 


Huff, Keltner and Grant had 
a telephone conversation with 
Commissioner Tony Wilder with 
the Department of Local Gov¬ 
ernment, who informed the lo¬ 
cal officials that due to the new 
state budget being in the works, 
they could probably get an exten¬ 
sion on that June 30 deadline for 
use of the remaining state grant 
funds. 

Following that conversation, 
Judge Huff and Pastor Grant 
both commended the DLG com¬ 
missioner for his assistance on 
the project throughout the con¬ 
struction process. 

Eventually, Judge Huff rec¬ 
ommended to the court to pro¬ 
ceed with the aforementioned 
recommendations made by Grant 
and the board members. Magis¬ 
trate Ricky Craig made the mo¬ 
tion, which passed by unanimous 
vote. 

The court also decided on how 
to use the remaining $21,272.40 
in grant money toward upgrades 
and repairs to the community 
center. On a motion by Riddle,

other businesses in town want 
to donate to this project ... The 
kids are going to learn so much 
from this. If you can get one kid 
to go on to college and get into 
forestry, fish and wildlife or even 
science it will be worth it.” 

Most of what is used on the 
trail has been donated. Shadoan 
said items, labor and money have 
been donated by Benny Brown’s 
Rock Pit, the Clinton County 
Judge/Executive’s office, the 
county road department, Foot¬ 
hills Academy, Clinton County 
Middle School students, Micky 
McFall and the Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Forestry. 

“We could file for a grant, but 
it would take so long to get the 
money. What I’ve done is come 
in here and cut the road out and 
named the trees, the county road 
crew has spread the gravel, Ben¬ 
ny Brown donated the gravel and 
Mickey (McFall) gave us per¬ 
mission to use the land,” Shado¬ 
an said. “They were going to log 
this out and just doze it down and 
make it a field and I got ahold of 
Mickey and said ‘hey, let’s make 
this an outdoor classroom for 
the kids.’ All these trees are in 
here and now they are going to 
be saved. In 20 years, this forest 
will be totally different because 


we’ve managed it.” 

Managing the forest behind 
the middle school will allow stu¬ 
dents to see what Mother Nature 
can do. Many of the trees in the 
small patch of woods have been 
fighting for sunlight and have 
rare growing patterns that over 
time have made them grow side¬ 
ways, crooked and have even 
been stunted due to the lack of 
sunlight. 

“We are going to go in and 
bore them out with an increment 
borer and we will pull the cork 
out and count each ring so it will 
tell us exactly how old each tree 
is,” Shadoan said. 

At the beginning of the trail, 
a Poplar tree is one of the first 
trees students will identity. 
Throughout the trail other Poplar 
trees will be on the trail, but they 
won’t look like the first one on 
the trail. 

“That’s the thing, kids will see 
the first one and think all of the 
Poplar trees will look like that 
one, but they won’t,” Shadoan 
said. “They will get to hunt and 
find and learn about these trees.” 

This project will not only 
benefit the students at the middle 
school right now, it will have 
lasting effects on future students 
who pass through the halls in 
years to come. 

“The neatest thing is that this 
was done in Butler County about 
10 years ago and students get to 
come back in and measure the 
trees and see which ones have 
lived, whether it shot straight 


up and grew another 50 feet or 
whether it’s put eight more inch¬ 
es around on it. It’s surprising 
to measure a tree and it’s grown 
four inches and you can actually 
see it.” 

Shadoan said he will mark 
the trees with metal tags that will 
have a number. That number will 
be assigned to a tree with all the 
information about that tree at the 
time the tag was placed. 

“It will be a neat thing for the 
kids to come out and see. They 
will get to touch the trees, look 
at it in the book, measure it, wrap 
their arms around it ... it will be 
great for them,” Shadoan said. 

Other than picking out trees 
and learning about the nature as¬ 
pect of the forest, Shadoan said 
they can also learn about how 
many board feet is in each tree 
and figure out how much each 
tree is worth depending on the 
market price for the different 
types of wood. 

Students will also be able to 
look at diseases and learn about 
the biology of the trees. 

“There is one Maple that is 
giving off sap, it is coming out 
like syrup,” Shadoan said. “The 
kids will be excited to see that. 
There are a million different 
things the students will be able 
to take from this. I’ve got a little 
boy in the first grade and by the 
time he gets here this forest will 
be totally different. It will all be 
changed. It will be a managed 
forest.”

will be used from the aforemen¬ 
tioned Race to the Top grant and 
other funding from matching 
sources. 

Harlan said the program had 
been a tremendous success at 
CCHS and allows students to 
interact and learn with students 
in other area schools involved in 
the program. The incentive in¬ 
cludes the AP test in which if a 
student scores a three (on a one 
to five scale) or higher, they earn 
college credits, up to nine total in 
a study area if they receive a five 
on the test. 

Harlan said this year the sub¬ 
ject areas under Kentucky Ad¬ 
vance locally were English and 
History and they hope to add Bi¬ 
ology and Statistics. He said any¬ 
where from 80 to 100 students 
would benefit from the program, 
possibly up to 150 later on. 

Director of Pupil Personnel 
Charlotte Bernard then gave the 
monthly attendance report for the 
seventh month of the school year. 
Overall, attendance district-wide 
was down slightly, from 92.29 
last year to 92.08 the seventh 
month of this year. 

Bernard said illness and a bad 
weather day in which school was 
dismissed early (due to severe 
storm threats) may have been 
factors in the overall decrease for 
the month. However, overall at¬ 
tendance for the year thus far re¬ 
mains up from last year, standing 
at 93.5 percent as a whole going 


into the final weeks of school.

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A Wayne County man has 
been found guilty of wanton 
murder in the 2009 shooting 
death of a local woman. 

Following four days of tes¬ 
timony in the Richard Smith 
murder trial, a Russell County 
jury deliberated into the early 
morning hours on Friday, March 
30 before returning with the ver¬ 
dict and the recommendation for 
sentencing. 

Smith, 53, was convicted 
of killing Samantha Rigney, a 
young mother who was sitting on 
her porch with her family when 
she suffered a fatal gunshot 
would to the head on September 
5, 2009. 

Officials allege that Smith 
rode up to the Rigney residence 
on horseback, pulled a pistol 
from his waistband and began to 
fire shots. 

Smith was indicted for mur¬ 
der and five counts of first degree 
wanton endangerment. The jury 
found him guilty of wanton mur¬ 
der, three counts of first degree 
wanton endangerment and two 
counts of wanton endangerment 
second degree. 

The verdict was returned just 
after midnight ET on Friday, 
March 30, after about eight hours 
of deliberation. 

The jury then entered the pen¬ 
alty phase and deliberated about 
a half hour before returning with 
sentencing recommendations. 
The defendant did not testify 
during the trial, but did take the 
stand for the sentencing phase of 
the trial. 

The jury recommended a 
20-year sentence on the wanton 
murder charge. They recom¬ 
mended two years each on the 
wanton endangerment charges 
and 12 months each on the 
misdemeanor charges. The mis¬ 
demeanor sentence will run con¬ 
current with the felony charges. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Matthew Leveridge stated that 
Smith will be required to serve 
85 percent of the 20-year sen¬ 
tence for wanton murder before 
he will be considered for the pos¬ 
sibility of parole. 

“I am pleased with the jury’s 
verdict,” stated Leveridge. 
“They took their time in delib¬ 
erations and gave the case great 
attention. I want to thank the jury 
members for all their hard work 
and dedication in this case.” 

The Smith trial was moved 
to Russell County in December 
2011, when efforts to seat a jury 
in Wayne County failed. Smith’s 
trial in Russell County began on 
Monday, March 26. Jury selec¬ 
tion took the entire first day of 
proceedings. The panel was 
seated late that afternoon. 

Opening arguments were held 
Tuesday morning, followed by 
presentation of witnesses and 
evidence by the Commonwealth. 
Among early witnesses for the 
prosecution was the victim’s 
husband, Jonathan Rigney. 

The Commonwealth rested its 
case on Wednesday afternoon. 

The defense began presenting 
witnesses in its case on Thursday 


morning. Smith was represented 
by Mark Stanziano. 

The defense rested its case 
that afternoon and it went to the 
jury at about 3:15 p.m. 

Formal sentencing for Smith 
has been set for May 8 in Wayne 
Circuit Court. 

Several meth-related incidents 
have kept local authorities busy 
recently, including an incident 
that occurred on Friday, March 
30 at Rite Aid. Police responded 
to the store to a complaint of an 
intoxicated person at approxi¬ 
mately 7 p.m. 

Upon arrival, the responding 
officer found 27-year-old Lori 
Gamer. Gamer apparently as¬ 
sumed she was being approached 
about shoplifting and she poured 
the contents of her purse out onto 
the floor. 

Among the contents of the 
purse was a small bottle con¬ 
taining a white substance which 
Gamer said was salt and she said 
she would demonstrate that it 
was salt. She proceeded to pour 
the substance into her mouth. 
The substance was in fact a 
very caustic substance, believed 
at this time to be lye, Draino or 
something similar. 

Gamer was transported to 
Wayne County Hospital and then 
to Lake Cumberland Regional 
Hospital in Somerset, where as 
of last Monday morning, she 
remained on a ventilator. 

Gamer may eventually face 
charges of manufacturing meth, 
public intoxication and possibly 
other charges. 

Two other persons with Gar¬ 
ner were charged with manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine and 
lodged in Wayne County Deten¬ 
tion Center. They were Dudley 
Appleby, 43, and Aaron Norrick, 
39, both of Monticello. 

The Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Office assisted in the response 
and investigation. 

On Wednesday, March 28 at 
11:47 a.m., Jeffrey Button and 
Thomas McClendon were taken 
into custody after an active meth 
lab was discovered. They were 
each charged with manufactur¬ 
ing meth and lodged in Wayne 
County Detention Center. 

Officials also reported that 
eight meth labs were found off 
KY 200 in the Flat Springs area, 
but there have been no arrests in 
connection with those finds. 

According to Public Af¬ 
fairs Officer Dale Morton with 
Operation UNITE, on Monday, 
March 19, Monticello Police 
were investigating a report of 
a man passed out at a home on 
Ridgewood Avenue around 10 
a.m. and discovered he had two 
active one-step meth labs in his 
jacket pockets. 

The chemical reaction occur¬ 
ring inside one of the containers 
caused a brief fire as Operation 
UNITE Detectives were attempt¬ 
ing to neutralize the lab. 

Baron Alexander, 41, of 
Cave City, was charged with 
manufacturing meth, along with 
several other outstanding arrest 
warrants. 

Authorities have also reported 
at least four children were af¬ 
fected by meth lab investiga¬ 
tions conducted in March. Two 
children were removed from a 
home on March 20. Two other 
children found a meth lab, with 
one reportedly kicking the one- 


step lab before notifying parents 
of the discovery. 

On March 12, a ditch line 
meth lab was found on West KY 
92 and a one-step used meth lab 
was found near a local manufac¬ 
turing facility on West KY 90. 

Meth labs can cause serious 
injury or death. If you find an 
active meth lab or one that has 
been tossed out in the ditch line, 
contact the 911 communications 
center immediately. 

An investigation is underway 
regarding contraband that was 
found at the Wayne County 
Detention Center. According to 
Jailer Ray Upchurch, a package 
was discovered on the floor of 
a public breezeway on Sunday, 
March 25. 

A deputy jailer discovered that 
the package contained rolling pa¬ 
pers and marijuana, wrapped in 
electrical tape. 

Since this was found in a pub¬ 
lic area, no charges have been 
filed at this time. Upchurch said 
that surveillance tapes are being 
reviewed. The contraband items 
have been turned over to the 
Monticello Police Department. 

Defensive Action Against 
Drugs made an informative 
presentation of Addicted: A 
Dose of Reality possible for 
approximately 40 individuals 
during their March meeting. 
Members of the community as 
well as Magistrates Dale Vaughn 
and Jeffrey Dishman, County 
Attorney Tom Simmons, State 
Representative Sara Beth Greg¬ 
ory and Dr. David Gover were 
in attendance for UNITE Detec¬ 
tive Chris Lyon’s program which 
covered all types of drugs—from 
meth and oxycontin—to cocaine, 
marijuana, heroin, mushrooms, 
inhalants and other narcotics. 

While primarily working nar¬ 
cotics, Lyon commented he has 
seen lots of different drug trends, 
but times have changed and law 
enforcement officers are dealing 
with different drug issues than in 
years past. 

Children in Wayne and other 
eastern Kentucky counties are 
now experimenting with drugs 
as early as the age of 11—caus¬ 
ing damage to their brains before 
they’re fully functioning. Drugs 
or any substance abuse changes 
the brain, and even after one or 
two uses, permanent changes can 
be made. Medical studies say 
that the brain doesn’t reach it’s 
full potential “that it’s not fully 
developed” until age 25. 

One in nine teens have abused 
cocaine and one in eight have 
abused cough medicine in their 
lifetime. One in three have 
abused marijuana and one in two 
teens have drunk alcohol within 
the last year. One in five teens 
say they have abused prescrip¬ 
tion drugs in their lifetime. Even 
11, 12 and 13 year olds are going 
for over the counter medicines 
like cough syrup and Coricidin 
HBP. 

According to Lyon, they re¬ 
ally like the Robitusin DM brand 
and will drink a whole bottle to 
get “wild.” Some youth are also 
consuming about 50 or 60 of the 
Coricidin HBP pills to get high 
and this many pills at one time 
does cause hallucinations. 

Lyon spoke about numerous 
drugs over the two hour meeting 
and of course, at a local level, 


meth continues to dominate any 
other drug. 

According to Lyon, not a 
lot of cocaine is showing up in 
Wayne County and not as many 
people are growing marijuana. 

It’s still plentiful though, but 
laws have changed and mari¬ 
juana is not an arrestable offense 
anymore—unless law enforce¬ 
ment suspects the person charged 
may not show up for court. 

Synthetic marijuana, a chemi¬ 
cal component that mimics the 
effects of THC, was also a 
topic of discussion. Chemical 
designed in a lab are sprayed all 
through plant materials, and the 
chemical is similar to marijuana. 
But it’s much more potent. There 
are over 200 different types, but 
only five are federally banned 
and “the high” can be five to 
100 times stronger than regular 
marijuana. 

State Representative Sara 
Beth Gregory addressed the 
statewide ban on synthetic mari¬ 
juana, saying the bill had passed 
the fall House and was in the 
hands of the Senate. It passed 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
this past week. Gregory further 
commented that Frankfort has 
to keep coming back and doing 
a ban every time a new chemical 
compound comes up, because a 
change in one molecule or one 
atom in the structure can change 
the legality issue. 

The law that Kentucky is 
trying to pass is to ban these 
entire classes of compounds, so 
anything that mimics will fall 
under the same ban. If passed 
and signed by the Governor, the 
emergency clause allows it to 
become law immediately. 

Lyon also touched on pill 
mills in other states and their 
effect on our communities. Lots 
of drug dealers in Wayne County 
are going to Florida to get pre¬ 
scriptions or Oxy and bringing 
them back here to sell them to 
other addicts. They must have a 
Florida ID, so they’re going to 
the state and getting a mailing 
address or post office box, and 
then a Florida operator’s license. 

According to Lyon, the doc¬ 
tors are in on what’s going on. 
Drug dealers go in and take a 
MRI or pretend to have back 
pain, telling the doctor their 
lower back is killing them. Ac¬ 
cording to Lyon, the physician 
doesn’t really care because he 
takes cash only. 

The doctor does not accept 
Medicare, Medicaid or any type 
of insurance. He normally writes 
three different scripts to one indi¬ 
vidual for $250 cash. 

It’s an ongoing process. The 
patients come back and sell the 
pills to teens and adults, making 
about 10 grand and 30 days later 
they go back, but this time they 
may take a couple of friends so 
they can see the doctor for pills 
too. Their friends trade a per¬ 
centage of their pills for the ride 
down to the pill mill, and keep 
10 or 20 pills for their addiction. 
Prescriptions are brought back to 
Kentucky to get filled so the indi¬ 
viduals making the trip to Florida 
do not have pills in their posses¬ 
sion coming back home. 

The DEA is working now on 
catching the physicians. They are 
actively looking at doctors and 
Florida is not the only place for 
pill mills, others are located in 
Georgia, Tennessee, Cincinnati 


and Louisville. 

Lyon said UNITE gets calls 
all the time from Florida law en¬ 
forcement as they’re driving by 
parking lots and seeing Kentucky 
tags. They call wanting to know 
if UNITE is familiar with some 
of the subjects showing up at the 
pain clinics, and the inquiries 
happen on a daily basis. At other 
places in eastern Kentucky, drug 
dealers are loading up van or bus 
loads of people for the trip. 

When it comes to your chil¬ 
dren and drugs, Detective Lyon 
recommended being pro-active. 
Participate in your school, home 
and community. Go along with 
your children and have them take 
part in activities that you both 
enjoy. Listen to the way they talk 
and what they’re talking about. 
Know who your child is friends 
with and who their friends are, 
who their friends’ parents are 
and what kind of home situation 
their friends have. Know family 
history. Create after school ac¬ 
tivities for your children. 

Kids are more likely to ex¬ 
periment with drugs before a 
new school year, at the start of 
summer break, after joining a 
new sports team, after moving 
to a new neighborhood. Some¬ 
times you can reduce the chance 
of your kids doing drugs by 50 
percent by talking to your kids. 
Discuss the dangers of all sub¬ 
stances. 

Communicating with your 
children on a daily basis helps 
them feel connected to you. 
Children who make it to 21 years 
of age without experimenting 
with drugs “rarely ever” have 
problems with addiction in their 
lives. 

UNITE detectives have to 
present probable cause to search 
residences. Parents can search 
their kids rooms anytime they 
like. You can search their phone 
anytime you want. You can 
search anything that has to do 
with them, anytime you like—as 
long as it’s on your property. If 
you regularly talk to your kids’ 
and you notice differences in 
attitudes—you may want to drug 
test them. 

If they’re not on drugs, they 
should not have an issue with 
taking a drug test. If they’re 
using drugs, they may have a 
big problem with it, but at least 
you’ll know. 



Warning the public of a pos¬ 
sible misunderstanding concern¬ 
ing a company selling water line 
insurance topped the agenda 
for the Monday, April 2 regular 
monthly meeting of Livingston 
Mayor Curtis Hayes and the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Water Department Superin¬ 
tendent Tim Coffee informed the 
Board about a company contact¬ 
ing senior citizens by mail to try 
and sell them water line insur¬ 
ance at rates of $4.99 per month, 
$14.97 per quarter, or $59.88 per 
year. 

“The way it reads, somewhat, 
it’s like we’re affiliated with this 
company,” he said. “Okay, we’re 
not affiliated with this company, 
whatsoever.” 

The company appears to be 
based out of California. 

“I’d say they’re targeting 
people 50 years and older, and 
especially on fixed incomes, 
and they’re trying to say that 
it’s cheaper to pay them $59 a 
year to insure your water line,” 
Coffee said. “It shows the cost 
on the back, right there, your av¬ 
erage leak costs $452 to fix and 
your average line replacement’s 
$2,385. That’s not so in this part 
of the country. That’s not how 
much it is.’ 

“But it’s scaring these people 
to death, and, of course, every 
time they do, they call us.” 

He said Police Chief Greg 
Etheredge checked into the com¬ 
pany and found it to be a real 
business. 

“So, I just want to be clear,” 
Coffee said, “this is not us, and 
they are a legitimate company. I 
don’t know if they’d fix your leak 
or not. I’ve not talked to anybody 
yet that they’ve fixed a leak for, 
or if it does what it’s supposed to 
do. But these prices on the back 
are way too expensive, a lot more 
expensive that what local cost is 
around here.” 

Mayor Hayes said, “I’ve had 
several calls on that from elderly 
folks.” 

Coffee assured those con¬ 
cerned,” You can usually get a 
leak fixed around here for less 
than $100.” 

He pointed out that the 
company’s letter does have a dis¬ 
claimer stating that it is an inde¬ 
pendent company “separate from 
your local utility or community” 
and that the service is offered by 
an authorized representative for 


AMT Warranty Corp., who is the 
contract issuer. 

Mayor Hayes wanted to make 
clear to anyone receiving any 
solicitations that the city is not 
currently involved in anything 
of the sort. 

“Any time that the city will 
be running any kind of deals like 
that, it would be heavily put in 
the paper and the media would 
certainly know, and there would 
be a voice or a name that they 
would know,” Mayor Hayes said. 
“It wouldn’t be doing this from a 
base out of California. 

“The same way with our 
police and fire, the same people 
seem to get the calls about lobby¬ 
ing for the local fire department 
or lobbying for the local police. 
As far as I know, Chief Dial and 
Chief Etheredge, neither one 
have been lobbying for any mon¬ 
ey for our local departments.” 

Fire Chief Rocky Dial and 
Police Chief Etheredge each said 
that they are not, but Chief Ether¬ 
edge said he has received reports 
of such calls 



Cattlemen who received cold 
checks on Nov. 2, 2010 from 
the Edmonton Livestock Mar¬ 
ket have cause to celebrate. All 
four defendants in the Eastern 
Livestock case pled guilty in 
Metcalfe Circuit Court on March 
27 and have promised full resti¬ 
tution. The total loss to victims 
named in the indictment was 
$842,457.05. 

Eastern Livestock, LLC ac¬ 
countant Darren Brangers pled 
guilty to charges that he know¬ 
ingly collaborated with five or 
more persons between June 1, 
2009 until approximately Nov. 
10, 2012 to obtain property by 
means of deception. Eastern 
Livestock held accounts at Fifth 
Third Bank for the purpose 
of buying and selling cattle in 
Kentucky. The account balances 
were falsely inflated by Brangers 
and his collaborators resulting 
in 172 cattlemen receiving cold 
checks. 

Investigators determined that 
Brangers had a somewhat lesser 
role in these events and because 
he is funding a substantial por¬ 
tion of the restitution his original 
charges were amended. 

Brangers pled to amended 
charges of facilitation to criminal 
syndication (1-5 years and a fine 
per KRS Chapter 534); facilita¬ 
tion to theft by deception over 
$10,000 (17 counts) (up to 12 
months and/or $500 fine); 143 
counts of facilitation to theft 
by deception over $500 (up to 
12 months and/or $500 fine.) 
Brangers was given a sentence 
of 10 years. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended pretrial diversion of 
the felony count (5 years) upon 
the conditions that payment of 
restitution of at least $100,000 
to the Kentucky Attorney Gen¬ 
eral for distribution to victims 
before final sentencing on June 
12 and payment of an additional 
$210,000 to victims within 12 
months. 

Grant Gibson, son of East¬ 
ern Livestock owner and CEO 
Thomas Gibson, pled guilty to 
the same amended charges and 
a pretrial diversion will be rec¬ 
ommended upon conditions that 
Gibson pay $680,000 in restitu¬ 
tion for distribution to victims 
in three payments, ($250,000 
in two months and $250,000 
in eight months) due in eight 
months from plea and a final 
$180,000 due in 12 months from 
plea. He is scheduled for final 
sentencing on June 12. 

Chief Financial Officer Ste¬ 
phen McDonald, who waived his 
right to remain silent and offered 
substantial cooperation with in¬ 
vestigators and prosecutors, pled 
guilty to charges of criminal syn¬ 
dication: organized crime (10-20 
years, fine of $1,000 to $10,000 
or double the gain); complicity to 
theft by deception over $10,000 
(17 counts); (5-10 years, fine per 
KRS 534); complicity to theft 
by deception over $1,000 (144 
counts) 1-5 years, fine per KRS 
534); and 11 counts of complic¬ 
ity to theft by deception under 
$500 (up to 12 months and/or 
up to $500 fine). The Common¬ 
wealth recommended a fine of 
$210,000, probated. Final sen¬ 
tencing is scheduled for June 12. 
McDonald is still facing charges 
in federal court. 

Eastern Livestock owner and 
CEO Tommy Gibson also waived 
his right to remain silent and co¬ 
operated with investigators and 
prosecutors. He pled guilty to the 
same charges as McDonald and 
received the same sentence. He 
is scheduled for final sentencing 
June 26, He still faces charges in 
federal court.

Seven die on Kentucky roadways 

Preliminary statistics* indicate that seven people died in seven 
separate crashes on Kentucky roadways from Monday, April 2, 
through Sunday, April 8, 2012. 

All of the fatalities involved motor vehicles and six victims were 
not wearing seat belts. Single-fatality crashes occurred in Barren, 
Boone, Daviess, Hopkins, Knox, Rockcastle and Scott counties. 

Through April 8, 2012, preliminary statistics* indicate that 161 
people have lost their lives on Kentucky roadways during 2012. This 
is four less fatalities than reported for the same time period in 2011. 

There have been 136 motor vehicle fatalities and 79 of those vic¬ 
tims were not wearing seat belts. Eighteen of those crashes involved 
a commercial motor vehicle. Eleven crashes involved a motorcycle 
and eight victims were not wearing helmets. Two crashes involved 
an ATV and one victim was not wearing a helmet. Twelve crashes 
involved a pedestrian. Twenty-six deaths have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use of alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to highway safety by reporting erratic 
drivers to the Kentucky State Police toll-free at 1-800-222-5555. 
Callers will remain anonymous and should give a description of the 
vehicle, location, direction of travel and license number if possible. 

*These statistics are still preliminary as KSP waits for all local 
law enforcement agencies throughout the state to report any crashes 
and fatalities that may have occurred in their areas.

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Spike in motorcycle crashes prompts 
KSP to launch social media safety blitz 


KSP reports that 2012 has 
already shown a spike in motor¬ 
cycle-related crashes with a 69 
percent increase from 2011 for 
the same time period. For this 
reason, KSP has decided to uti¬ 
lize their best asset for reaching 
the public - social media. With 
over 40,000 followers on Face- 
book©, 2,900 followers on Twit¬ 
ter© and an active YouTube©, 
Flickr© and Blogger© account, 
the agency plans to blast out mo¬ 
torcycle safety messaging via 
these platforms. 

KSP Spokesman Lt. David 
Jude called on his staff to get 
‘proactive’ about motorcycle 
safety when he reviewed the 
weekly FARS report (Fatal¬ 
ity Analysis Reporting System) 
showing the spike in motorcycle 
crashes. 

“With the unseasonably warm 
weather we are having, more 
bikes are out on the road earlier 
than what motorists are used to 
seeing,” says Jude. “With a near¬ 
ly 70 percent increase in motor¬ 
cycle related crashes already this 
year, we need to get in front of 
this trend and stop the unneces¬ 
sary injuries and deaths on our 
roadways.” 

Jude advised that the agency 
plans a weeklong social media 
campaign that includes launch¬ 
ing a new YouTube video about 
motorcycle safety, Facebook and 
Twitter updates with safety mes¬ 
saging and a blog post from KSP 
Commissioner Rodney Brewer 
about the project. 

“Our principle concern is to 
increase driver recognition of 
motorcyclists in traffic, while 
at the same time encouraging 
cyclists to engage in the overall 
safe operation of their bikes,” 
adds Jude. 

“Being fiscally conservative, 
our agency does not have the 
financial resources to purchase 
media packages. We believe 
that by tapping into social media, 
we can still have a voice in pro¬ 
active messaging, but at minimal 
expense.” 

Through April 4, 2012, there 


have been 249 motorcycle re¬ 
lated crashes resulting in 167 
injuries and 9 deaths. When 
compared to crashes in 2011 for 
the same time period that calcu¬ 
lates into a 69 percent increase in 
crashes; 75 percent increase in 
injuries; and 44 percent increase 
in deaths. 

Jude said the increase in mo¬ 
torcycle crashes and fatalities 
has stepped up the emphasis on 
the agency’s annual ‘Motorcycle 
Safety Day’ awareness program. 

This will be the 5th year that 
the agency will host the event 
that includes safety exhibits, mo¬ 
torcycle vendors, a news confer¬ 
ence and a police escorted ride 
through scenic Kentucky. This 
program is scheduled for Friday, 
June 22, 2012 at KSP Headquar¬ 
ters in Frankfort. 

In addition to Safety Day, KSP 
will offer a free three-hour mo¬ 
torcycle safety seminar on May 
17, 2012, taught by a certified 
Motorcycle Safety Foundation 
RiderCoach. 

“There’s often an obstacle 
facing new riders,” says Jude. 
“They’d like to buy their first 
bike or maybe upgrade to a new¬ 
er, more powerful one, but worry 
about their ability to handle it 
safely. Rider education programs 
are the answer for both beginning 
and seasoned riders. We advo¬ 
cate attending refresher courses 
that help riders keep their edge 
by sharpening their skills.” 

Jude said that a motorcyclist 
is much more vulnerable than a 
passenger vehicle occupant in 
the event of a crash. Research 
from the National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration (NHT- 
SA) shows that motorcyclists are 
34 times more likely to die in 
traffic crashes than passenger car 
occupants. 

Jude offers tips for drivers to 
help keep motorcyclists safe on 
our roadways. 

• Remember, a motorcycle is a 
vehicle with all of the rights and 
privileges of any other motor ve¬ 
hicle. 

• Always allow a motorcyclist 


the full lane width—never try to 
share a lane. 

• Perform a visual check for 
motorcycles by checking mirrors 
and blind spots before entering 
or exiting a lane of traffic, and at 
intersections. 

• Always signal your inten¬ 
tions before changing lanes or 
merging with traffic. 

• Don’t be fooled by a flash¬ 
ing turn signal on a motorcycle - 
motorcycle signals are often not 
self-canceling and riders some¬ 
times forget to turn them off. 
Wait to be sure the motorcycle is 
going to turn before you proceed. 

• Allow more following dis¬ 
tance - three or four seconds 
- when behind a motorcycle so 
the motorcyclist has enough time 
to maneuver or stop in an emer¬ 
gency. 

• Never tailgate. In dry condi¬ 
tions, motorcycles can stop more 
quickly than cars. 

• Never drive while distracted.

Multiple fatality crash challenged lone radio 
room staffer at Kentucky State Police Post 


[Editors note: April 8-14 
is National Public Safety Tele¬ 
communicators Week, a time set 
aside to recognize the more than 
200,000 individuals throughout 
the U.S. who play a vital role in 
the delivery of public safety ser¬ 
vices. Often called the (( unsung 
heroes of public safety, ” these 
men and women are usually the 
first point of contact for those in 
need.] 

The Kentucky State Police 
employs 187 telecommunica¬ 
tors at its 16 posts throughout 
the state. In 2011, they handled 
529,175 requests for assistance. 
The following is the story of 
one KSP telecommunicator who 
handled a major challenge at 
KSP Post 3 in Bowling Green on 
March 26, 2010. 

Police Telecommunicator 
Daniel Priddy was working alone 
in the radio room of Kentucky 
State Police Post 3 in Bowling 
Green during the pre-dawn hours 
of March 26, 2010. It had been 
a quiet shift with little activity. 
That was about to change. 

At 5:17 a.m. the first call 
came in. A 53-foot semi-tractor 
trailer had collided head on with 
a 15-passenger van on Interstate 
65, near Munfordville, Ky., about 
75 miles south of Louisville. 

“I remember the first caller 
stating that there were bodies all 
over the roadway,” says Priddy. 
“My first reaction was to get first 
responders enroute.” 

The calls continued. More 
than 100 were received in about 
10 minutes. 

“The first hour was non-stop 
phone calls and radio traffic,” he 


recalls. “I knew by the callers’ 
reactions that this was a horrific 
collision and there were likely to 
be multiple fatalities.” 

From his training, Priddy 
knew he had to prioritize. “I soon 
realized that the phones were not 
going to stop ringing. I had to 
quickly determine what was im¬ 
portant and what I could place on 
hold,” he says. 

“When I looked up and saw 
all available lines in use, I had to 
place the next available line on 
hold with no one on it just so I 
could pick it back up and call out 
to other agencies and responders 
when needed.” 

After notifying first respond¬ 
ers and KSP supervisors, Priddy 
was able to request assistance 
from off-duty members of the 
Post 3 telecommunications team. 
He worked alone for more than 
45 minutes before additional per¬ 
sonnel arrived. 

As a result of the crash, 11 
people died and the interstate 
was closed for more than 10 
hours. 

Capt. Lisa Rudzinski, com¬ 
mander of Post 3 at the time of 
the incident, praised Priddy for 
his efforts.

Clinton Circuit 

The first term this month of 
Clinton Circuit Court was held 
last Monday, April 2 with Circuit 
Judge Eddie C. Lovelace presid¬ 
ing. The session was briefer than 
usual, with no formal sentencing 
and only a couple of plea agree¬ 
ments being reached. 

The following are cases in 
which some type of resolutions 
were made: 

* During motion hour, a plea 
agreement was reached in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. She¬ 
lia Michelle Coop. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing charges of 
criminal mischief second degree 
and persistent felony offender 
second degree. Upon a plea of 
guilty, to theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing or disposition, the defendant 
would receive a seven-year sen¬ 
tence. 

Final sentencing has been 
scheduled for May 7. 

* During a pretrial confer¬ 
ence, a plea agreement was 
reached in the case of Leigh-Ann 
Little Hicks. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing charges of 
forgery second degree (four 
counts) and amending charges of 
criminal possession of a forged 
instrument first degree (four 
counts) to criminal possession of 
a forged instrument second de¬ 
gree (four counts). Upon a plea 
of guilty to the amended charges, 
the defendant would receive a 
sentence of five years on each 
count to run concurrent for five 
years and upon a plea of guilty to 
one count of criminal possession 
of a forged instrument (under a 
separate indictment), the defen¬ 
dant would receive a five year 
sentence to run consecutive for 
10 years. The ten year sentence 
would be probated for five years 
with supervision, she would pay 
$215 in restitution and complete 
an in-house one-year rehabilita¬ 
tion program, after which she 
would enter and complete the 
Clinton County Drug Court Pro¬ 
gram. 

Final sentencing has been 
scheduled for May 7. 

* During motion hour, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Da¬ 
vid Harding, originally charged 
with flagrant nonsupport the 
court stated the defendant has 
complied with terms set forth in

Full restitution of $118,000 
was also collected from 74-year- 
old Hazel F. Martin and 6 3-year- 
old Iris Hodge, both of Radcliff, 
Ky., as per their guilty pleas. 

“Financial exploitation of the 
elderly can be just as devastat¬ 
ing as physical abuse,” General 
Conway said. “I am pleased we 
were able to collect full restitu¬ 
tion for the victim’s family. This 
case should serve as a reminder 
that the abuse and exploitation of 
elderly or vulnerable citizens is 
not tolerated in Kentucky.” 

With full restitution paid, 
Hardin Circuit Court Judge Kel¬ 
ly Mark Easton sentenced Martin 
and Hodge to weekend jail terms 


next 12 months. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended a five-year sentence 
for Martin, with no objection to 
probation due to the restitution 
being paid in full before sentenc¬ 
ing, and a two-year sentence for 
Hodge, withheld on pretrial di¬ 
version, also due to the payment 
of restitution. 

Prosecution of this case was 
handled by General Conway’s 
Office of Special Prosecutions at 
the request of the Hardin Coun¬ 
ty Commonwealth’s Attorney. 
The charges against Martin and 
Hodge were the result of an in¬ 
vestigation by the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s Department of Criminal 
Investigations. 

Martin pled guilty in Hardin 
Circuit Court in August of 2011 
to four counts of knowing ex¬ 


ploitation of an adult over $300 
and admitted that she used her 
position under a power of attor¬ 
ney to unlawfully take more than 
$100,000 from the accounts of 
Marie Farmer, while Farmer was 
hospitalized or in nursing homes. 

Farmer passed away during 
the pendency of the case, and 
was represented in court by the 
executor of her estate. 

Hodge pled guilty to one 
count of receiving stolen proper¬ 
ty under $10,000 and four counts 
of facilitation to exploitation of 
an adult over $300. Hodge ad¬ 
mitted to facilitating Martin’s 
thefts through various means, 
including allowing Martin to 
deposit various checks written 
against the victim’s account, into 
Hodge’s own account.

Albany City Council met in 
regular session last Tuesday, 
April 3 with four of six members 
on hand. Different items of busi¬ 
ness were dealt with, including a 
water project grant and a budget 
amendment.

years as the schools’ chief. 

When the deadline for ac¬ 
cepting applications had passed 
earlier this month, some 15 in¬ 
dividuals had applied for the 
school district’s top job.

This basically narrowed down 
the total field for the screening 
committee to review and possi¬ 
bly interview, nine applicants.

he was awarded the bid by unani¬ 
mous vote following a motion by 
Councilman Frankie Stockton. 

On a motion by Smith, the 
council unanimously approved a 
resolution accepting a $122,000 
grant from the Kentucky Infra¬ 
structure Authority (KIA) that 
will be used for the relocation 
of a main water line at the Blue 
Grass Stockyard location on 
Hwy.

City legal advisor Norb Sohm 
updated the council on attempts 
to get a deed to some property 
footage at the Dollar General 
Market to allow for a turning 
lane from the new store onto No¬ 


lan Street. Sohm said there had 
been some delays, but the proper 
paperwork to complete the pro¬ 
cess was expected to be received 
by sometime this week. 

Prior to adjourning, Mayor 
Smith, on behalf of himself and 
the city, wished Dee Soma, a 
member of the Albany Fire De¬ 
partment a speedy recovery. 
Soma was seriously injured in a 
fatal vehicle crash in Rockcastle 
County on April 1. 

The next regular meeting of 
Albany City Council is sched¬ 
uled for May 1 at 5 p.m. and is 
open to the general public.

3rd District. The trust and admi¬ 
ration shown to me by the people 
of this court will never be forgot¬ 
ten.” 

Judge Huff issued a written 
response accepting Magistrate 
Johnson’s resignation, saying, 
“You have served your magiste¬ 
rial position with the Fiscal Court 
honorably and respectfully. As of 
April 10, 2012, I hereby accept 
your resignation on behalf of the 
Clinton County Fiscal Court.” 


Although it was not mandato¬ 
ry, or by statute that Johnson had 
to resign due to his new job po¬ 
sition in the banking industry, he 
noted he felt it was the best thing 
to do to avoid any appearance of 
a conflict of interest in serving in 
both capacities on the court and 
with the bank. 

He also commended his fel¬ 
low magistrates and noted the 
hard work they do and what they 
have to endure in their jobs on a 
daily basis, saying it was almost 
a “volunteer” job. 

According to Lynsey Wom- 
ack-Denney, General Counsel to 
the Office of the Governor, KRS 
Chapter 63 provides that a va¬ 


cancy in the office of magistrate 
is filled by the Governor, who 
will appoint the new member of 
the fiscal court. 

Also, Attorney Richard J. 
Ornstein with the Kentucky As¬ 
sociation of Counties informed 
Judge Huff that, “As long as 
three months intervene between 
the vacancy and the November 
election, the Governor’s appoint¬ 
ment will serve through the cer¬ 
tification of the election and then 
the newly elected magistrate will 
serve through the remainder of 
the term.”

Titanic hits iceberg 

April 14, 1912 

This year marks the 100th anniversary of the sinking of the ‘unsinkable’ RMS Titanic. 

As most people know through movies and Discovery Channel specials, the Titanic failed to divert an 
iceberg rupturing the hull, sinking the luxurious ocean liner along with over 1500 passengers. 

After stopping at Cherbourg, France, and Queenstown, Ireland to pick up some final passengers, the 
massive vessel set out at full speed for New York City. However, just before midnight on April 14, the 
ship hit the iceberg, mpturing five of the 16 compartments along the starboard side. At about 2:20 a.m. 
on the morning of April 15, the massive vessel sank into the North Atlantic. 

Because of the storage of lifeboats and the lack of satisfactory emergency procedures, more than 
1,500 people went down in the sinking ship or froze to death in the icy North Atlantic waters. Most of 
the approximately 700 survivors were women and children. A number of notable American and British 
citizens perished in the tragedy, including the noted British journalist William Thomas Stead and heirs to 
the Straus, Astor, and Guggenheim fortunes. 

The sinking of the Titanic did have some positive effects, however, as more stringent safety regulations 
were adopted on public ships, and regular patrols were initiated to trace the locations of deadly Atlantic 
icebergs. 

There is little left to the imagination after 100 years of the Titanic sinking, as researchers and historians 
have documented almost everything possible pertaining to the romaticized ocean liner. In 1985, the 
location of the shipwreck was found and thousands of artifacts were recovered from the sea and put on 
display at museums around the world. Today the Titanic remains at the bottom of the sea, disintegrating 
at a depth of 12,415 feet. 

Journalist Ernie Pyle killed 

April 18, 1945 

During World War II, journalist Ernie Pyle, America’s most popular war correspondent, is killed by 
Japanese machine-gun fire on the island of Shima in the Pacific. 

Pyle, who was born in Dana, Indiana, first began writing a column for the Scripps-Howard newspaper 
chain in 1935. Eventually syndicated to some 200 U. S. newspapers, Pyle’s column, which related the 
lives and hopes of typical citizens, captured America’s affection. In 1942, after the United States entered 
World War II, Pyle went overseas as a war correspondent. He covered the North Africa campaign, 
the invasions of Sicily and Italy, and on June 7, 1944, went ashore at Normandy the day after Allied 
forces landed. Pyle, who always wrote about the experiences of enlisted men rather than the battles they 
participated in, described the D-Day scene: “It was a lovely day for strolling along the seashore. Men 
were sleeping on the sand, some of them sleeping forever. Men were floating in the water, but they didn’t 
know they were in the water, for they were dead.” The same year, he was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for 
distinguished correspondence and in 1945 traveled to the Pacific to cover the war against Japan. 

On April 18, 1945, Ernie Pyle was killed by enemy fire on the island of le Shima. After his death, 
President Harry Truman spoke of how Pyle “told the story of the American fighting man as the American 
fighting man wanted it told.” 

Pyle is buried at the National Memorial Cemetery of the Pacific on the Hawaiian Island of Oahu.

Wolf Creek cases in federal court 

Twenty one condemnation cases involving property owners of the Wolf Creek Reservoir area are 
scheduled for the spring term of Federal Court in London. Federal Judge H. Church Ford will hear these 
suits the week of April 10, April 17, May 1, and May 15. 

Kentucky Facts and Trivia: 

In 1888, “Honest Dick” Tate the state treasurer of Kentucky embezzled $247,000 and fled the state. 

James William Tate was bom the only child of Nancy Taylor Tate and her second husband, Colonel 
Thomas L. Tate, in Franklin County, Kentucky. He received his education in Franklin and Woodford 
counties and finished his schooling in 1848. Later that year, at age 17, Tate began work as a clerk at the 
Frankfort post office. 

His political career began with an appointment by Governor Lazams W. Powell to the position of 
Assistant Secretary of State for the state of Kentucky in 1854. A model Democrat, he resigned the post 
when Governor Charles S. Morehead was elected in 1855. Four years later he was appointed to the same 
position under Governor Beriah Magoffin where he remained until 1863. From 1865 until 1867, Tate 
served as Assistant Clerk to the Kentucky House of Representatives. At the end of his service in the 
house, Tate successfully ran for state treasurer, a post he would be re-elected to every two years for the 
next two decades. 

In 1887, Republican challenger William O. Bradley made an issue of the need to examine the treasury. 
Though Bradley ultimately lost the race, the idea of auditing the treasurer’s records took root, and 
the General Assembly began calling for a commission to undertake the audit in the 1887-88 session. 
Tate claimed to need time to get his books in order; this effectively delayed the establishment of the 
commission, but it was ultimately formed. 

In the first quarter of 1888, Tate began a pattern of behavior that should have aroused suspicion, but 
because of the nature of his job and his perceived record of tmstworthiness, nobody found his actions 
questionable. He began depositing only checks in the state’s bank account, instead of cash as was usual. 
In a short period of time, he paid a number of personal debts. In March of 1888, one of Tate’s clerks 
noticed him filling two tobacco sacks with gold and sliver coins later determined to be worth about 
$100,000. He departed for Louisville, leaving a note saying he would return in two days. After a week 
passed with no word from Tate, it became clear what had happened. Records would later show Tate 
boarded a train for Cincinnati and then vanished, leaving his wife and daughter behind. 

The investigation that followed found Tate had given some state officials loans that were many times 
left unpaid and advances on their salaries, including an advance of several thousand dollars to Governor 
Preston H. Leslie (native of Clinton County) in 1872. Tate had also made personal investments in mines 
and real estate with the state’s money. When the investigation had concluded, it was learned Tate had 
misappropriated $247, 128.50 from the state’s treasury. 

Tate was convicted on four counts and removed from office but he was still no where to be found. 
The General Assembly offered $5,000 to any information leading to his arrest, but he was never located. 
His daughter did receive letters from him postmarked from all over the world, and one friend of Tate’s 
received a letter in 1890 postmarked from Brazil. The New York Times claimed he died in China in 1890.
